French and Germans Engage in Desper- 


ate Aerial Contests in the 


Somme Region

Paris, ^SepU 25-—During the past 2-1 


hours- flfly-lwo aeroplanes have been 
shot down on the western front, 23 
German and 24 of the Allies. 


Aerial combats wcro fought almost 


continuously during tho daylight houra. 
Airmen on the entire front from the 
region of Havre to tho Vopges were 
engaged. In the Sommo region alone, 
according to tho Paris rci>ort, twenty- 
nine engagements were fought.

thing, but there was also a lot of fun, and the enthusiasm 
aroused was such that Ihe mosl dignified citizens did not hesi- 
tate to don a uniform, shoulder a (orc)i and keep step with the 
marchers and shouters.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


The investigation of bread prices in Chicago has 
been 


hfllled by the federal deparlmenl.of justice for reasons known 
only lo itself. The facts will probably come out later. There 
is no doubt that Ihe bakers in Chicago and elsewhere feel the 
high cost of materials severely, .yet if Ih'ey arc allowed-lo ad- 
just prices to suil themselves they may, in some cases; pul 
more of a load upon (he consumer than he should be obliged 
to carry.
